BLODGETT. 

William Tilden Bioagett was brought up to 
the varnirh business, which bis uncle (after 
whom be was named) had established on a 
lucrative basis. He madean enormous for- 
tune, and having a taste forthe fine arts he 
induiged it atsv great a degree of expense 
that it brought him at once into notice. He 
begame the owner oftwo of Church's best 
works, one being Cotopaxi, ' which is about 
five feet by three and cost $6,000. I saw tais 
picture in Church’s studio, and was informed 
vy thejartist thayit had been ordered by James 
Lennox, but tue latter probably allowed 
Blodgett to take it asa matter of courtesy. 
The other of Church's works was The Heart 
of the Andes,“ which is generally considered 
his masterpiece. Blodgett not only paid 
$10,000 for it, but considered himself favered 
to obtain such a wonderful piece of art. 
Blodgett died à few years ago in the midst of 
life’s activities, and bis gallery was soon dis- 
persed under the hammer. “The Heart of 
the Andes, however, was spared from the 
auctioneer, being sold at private sale. 

MOKGAN AND ASTOR. 

Ex-Gov. Morgan began to collect pictures 
thirty years ago; but, as the standard of taste 
advanced, he sold and made better selections, 
thus improving his collection, until it is now 
one of rare cost and excellence. He allowed 
it to be exhibited a few years ago for a charit - 
able purpose, and it drew a great attendance. 
John Jacob Astor is another recent collector. 
Neither his father nor his grandfather had any 
taste for art, and neither of them was ever 
known to purchase a picture; but John Jacob 
has learned that pictures are fashionable, and 

hence be has a small but very choice collection. 
A. T. Stewart derived but little good of his 
splendid collection, as he died three years 
after opening his palace. Wm. H. Vanderbilt 
and Judge Hilton are among the most re- 
cent collectors. and the latter snows his wealth 
by some very costly purchases. Vanderbilt, 
however, seems determined to excel all other 
men of tuste, and hence has given such or- 
ders to foreign artists as will command their 
finest works. Whoever lives to see his palace 
tinished will not only behold the most gor- 
geous of modern architecture, but also the 
most costly array of pictures in America. It 
is highiv probable that he has his eve fixed 
onthe Stewart collection, which will be 


sold on -the death of the present owner, 
: and her health is very precarious. Some 
5 have supposed that Judge IIilton would 


be the heir, but Mrs. Stewart has a brother 
(Charles Clinch) living near her, and should 
she not make any will the estate will go into 
his hands.

fate of such collections. The 
first pictures exhibited in this 


country that attracted general attention were 
Dubufe's Adam and Eve.“ Some of the 
readers of the Times may remember that they 
were brought to Troy, and were much ad- 
mired by the connoisseurs of your city. Asa 
large sale of valuable pictures has recently 
taken place at Rome, I will add in this con- 
nection that the highest price I have ever seen

ee financial burdens, the weignt of which ls uot 
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apparent in the distant North. The State 
Penitentiary, however, exists as an institu- 
tion, and there are, usually, a greater or less 
number of prisoners in confinement. Georgia, 
however, has no building for the detention of 
its prisoners. Three companies have been 
formed, which are under contract with the 
State to take every prisoner convicted in the 
courts, paying a yearly rental for the lot. The 
present contract makes the company respon- 
sible tothe State for twenty years, and the 
amount to be paid to the State for the services 
of the prisoners during that time, regardless 
of their number, is over $500,000. The pris- 
oners sentenced to the longest terms are put 
into coal mines and permanent kinds of em- 

loyment 
ies te hi -hway and farm work. The compa- 
nies furnish the stockades and guards and 
forfeit $200 whenever a prisoner eseapes. The 

rice of each man at present to the companies 

s about $20 a head, and they are now work- 
ing a force of 1,250 men. Being out of doors 
all the time, there is little need of hospitals, 
and the companies report few cases 0 sick- 
ness, although a careful inspection is main- 
tained to see that no man who is entitled to 
appear on the sick list shall be deprived of 
this poor privilege through the avarice of his 
overseers. The prisoners much prefer this 
kind of service to confinement in prison, aud 
do not look upon their servitude wiih the 
loathing of the French for the system of gal- 
ley slavery in vogue among them. 


SARA BERNHARDT’S BALL. 


Distinguished Honors to Her IIlegiti- 
mate Son. 
{Paris Cor. London Telegraph. J : 

A ball was given last night, the like of which 
could certainly not be found in any other cap- 
ital in the world but Paris. Some few days 
ago a very handsomely illustrated card—a 
work of art in itself, due to the pencil of 
Clairin—was received by the personal friends 
of Mlle. Sarah Bernhardt, reading thus: 
‘‘Mcnsieur Maurice Bernhardt prie Monsieur 
» 8 de lui faire ' honneur de 
venir passer la soiree de la 
Mi-Careme chez sa mere.’’ The entertain- 
ment was given in celebration of the young 
hest baving completed the 15th vear of his 
age. Fancy dress was supposed to be de 
rigueur, and there were, indeed, so few black 
coats that they in no way impaired the bright 
and picturesque aspect of the famous dtelicr 
which bas been so often described. 

A mode! of artistic splendor, it needed lit- 
tle to adapt it to the requirements ofa ball 
room. The Japanese figures, the magniti- 
cent bronzes, the paintings, statues aud num- 
berless works of cost from every part of the 
world had only to be heaped together in fore 
than usual profusion, and the somewhat se- 
vere aspect of the architecture merely light- 
ened with additional tapestries and banners. 
The dining-room, tbe walls covered with 
frescoes on golden ground, naturally did 
duty for the buffet, while an extra room, 
built out overthe garden, and draped with 
gobelins, served as a cool retreat from the 
beat of the ball-room.

Lord Drummond’s Romance.

George Essex Montifex, Lord Drymmond, 
deer gg and beir of the present Earl of 
*erth, bas gone back to Scotland. Seven or 
eight years ago, and when he was only about 
tiiteen years of age, he murried his grand- 
motber’s maid,a buxom girl several years 
older than himself, and ran away with her to 
this country. He landed in New York with- 
out means, and hired himself as a ship- 
ping clerk to a down town firm. He was way- 
ward, and by his own account drank himself 
out of his position, when he left the city and 
settled at Brookhaven, a fishing vill«ge on the 
south shore of Long Island. IIe lived there 
in a picturesque old farm house, supporting 
himself and his wife very comfortably by tish- 
ing und sheoting. Ille remained in Brookha- 
ven for several years. He lost utterly all his 
English characteristics, and in appearance, 
manners and language was like the tishermen 
who surrounded him. He had little educa- 
tion, and no taste for reading, and he seemed 
both contented with and fitted to the 
life which he led. He was tall and athietic, 
and might be seen any summer evening, after 
fishing hours, sloucbing about his door yard, 
wearing a blue flannel sbirt, a huge pair of 
rubber boots, and a battered sou’wester. His 
neighbors knew him as George,“ and the 
younger generation found in him a boon com- 
panion. About two years ago a son and heir 
was born to him. Last year he quit his fish- 
ing. and, bringing his wife and cnild to this 
city, hired himself out asa porter to a dry 
goods house. The wife of the young Lord is 
passably good-looking. She is substantial in 
person, and looks as if she enjoyed good 
health. She also is uneducated, but she has 
read to an extent, and is considerably more 
intelligent than his Lordship. She talks 
cockney English, aud takes the widest liberties 
with the letter II. The animal health of the 
arents seems to have descended to the child. 
Vhen the young Lord was a shipping clerk 
in the city, be was visited by Lord Walter 
Campbell, son of the Duke of Argyll and 
brother of the Marquis of Lorne, who was a 
member of a New York business house at the 
time, and who unsuccessfully tried to per- 
suade the runaway to give up his wife and re- 
turnto his people. Itis understood that a 
reconciliation has been effected between the 
old Earl and his grandson. 


Suiciadein France. 
[from the London Times. } 


The most 8 ublished figures show 
that suicide is on the increase in France. Be- 
fore the Franco-German war the average 
number of suicides only slightly exceeded 
five thousand a year, and now they exceed six 
thousand. The increase in the rate directly 
after the war was generally noticed, but was 
not considered extraordinary, looking at the 
public and private disasters suffered during 
the time hostilities lasted, and, indeed, after- 
ward; but now, ten years after the war, there 
are no symptoms of a diminution. Dr. De- 
caisne, who has written at some length onthis 
subject, says that in Paris there are three 
times as many suicides committed as in the 
country; that most of the men who destroy 
themselves are bachelors; that spring is the 
time of the year when suicide is most frequent, 
andthat death by hanging is more usually 
resorted to than uny otner mode of self-des- 
truction, being considered more expeditious. 
Some statistics published before the fall of 
theempire revealed some curious facts. 
Thus, the yearly number of suicides among 
men of good education averaged 460; among 
men who could read and write well, 600; 
among men who could read, but not spell 
correctly, 1,000; among men wke could neither 
read nor write, 1; among persons of no in- 
struction, 36, Again it was found that more 
persons in easv circumstances committed the 
crime than persons without any visible means 
of subsistence.

A SOUTHERN CITY. 


Montgomery, Alabama, as Seen by 
Northern Eyes. 
[Correspondence Boston Herald. | 


Montgomery is one of the pleasantest and 
most characteristic cities of the South. It 
‘abounds in memories of Ben Yancey, that 
great rebel firebrand, whose influence made 
Montgomery the first capital of the Confeder- 
acy. Yancey’s memory is, however, nota 
very fragrant oneto the mass of the people, 
who perceive so plainly now that they only 
ruined themselves in yielding to such counsels 
as he gave them. His grave is watered by the 
tears of few admirers, nor is it a perpetual 
flower bed, fragrant with living regrets for 
an active and popular leader passed away. 
As you pass through the business streets of 
the townthronged with mules and detached 
wagons full of produce and articles of barter, 
your attention is sooner of later dirécted toa 
broad avenue ofred clay, with a steep, up- 
ward inclination, at the distant end of which 
stands a large white building, supported by 
moustrous Dorie columns. The structure is 
dazzling white and very imposing at this dis- 


tance. It is the State Capitol, and between its 
middle pillars, on its broad stone-

R. M. T. Hun- 
ter is the State Treasurer of Virginia. Judah 
P. Benjamin is practicing law in London. 
Yancey is dead. The business streets of 
Montgomery are narrow, and the buildings 
are uniformly low. ‘The streets are always 
packed nearly to impassability with mule 
carts and mules in droves. A greater number 
of negroes appear on the streets in the char- 
acter of drovers, speculators and independent 
business men than is generally observed in 
Southern cities, and many of their earts con- 
tain, lying on the straw within, their whole 
family, comprising, perhaps, a grandam, a 
wife and several pickaninnies, the women, in 
bandanas, smoking, in stolid indifference to 
the notice they attract. The greatest anima- 
tion pervades this quarter during business 
hours, and the grotesque element contributed 
by the negroes and the excessively dirty and 
unkempt mules, all basking in a glorious 
sunshine, carry one irrisistibly back to the 
days of southern exclusiveness and prosperi- 
ty, befcre the war.

Edison’s Electric Light. 
New York Special to Chicago Times. |] 

Prof. Barker, of the University of Penn- 
svyivania; Prof. Rotand, of the Johns Hopkins 
University, and Profs. Brackett and Young, 
of Princeton College, recently accepted a 
commission from Edison to examine his plan 
of electric lighting, on condition that the re- 
port of their labors should be made public, 
whetber favorable or not. 
the laboratory, machine shop and generator 
room have been thrown open to them. Photo- 
metric tests have been made, and also tests 
with the shadow and oiled paper. The in- 
tensity of the carbon horse-shoe within the 
lamps has been measured, and also the de- 
gree of temperature at which the highest 
ligbt-giving capacity of the lamps is attained. 
The question as to the amount of molecular 
tension and disintegration that the particles 
of carbon suffer while glowing has been thor- 
ougbly inquired into. Comparisons have 
also been made between the electric light and 
gas jets by neutralizing the one with the 
other. These scientitic men have now finished 
their labors, and the results obtained will be 
gathered intotwo separate reports. One of 
these will be made by Profs. Brackett and 
Young, and will treat solely of the efticiency 
of the improved dynamo machines and gener- 
ators. Profs. Barker and Roland will report 
on the economy of th® light. Edison has now 
twenty dynamo machines in the generator 
room. With twelve of these he expects soon 
to have six hundred lights aglow at one time.

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Slavery in China. 

From the Chicago Tribune. 
That slavery exists among the Chinese in 
California has been observed by several writ. 
ers; that the institution prevai's among them 
in a modified form can be established by 4 
great many facts, observed wherever these 
people are gathered in large numbers. It 
takes the shape, with reference to the adults, 
of contracts to labor for long terms. In 
the case of young bovs and girls the 
operation does not differ in any essential 
particular from what a short time ago was 
observable in the slave-marts of Zanzibar. 
Gen John F. Miller, in his article on“ Cer- 
tain Phases ofthe Chinese Question,“ pus. 
lished in the March sumper ofthe Californian, 
says: »Practically China is the great slave- 
en from which laborers for this country are 
eing drawn; and there are myriads now 
ready, and only stand waiting forthe beck and 
sign of tbe Chinese chiefs,to come and toil 
like galley slaves for wages upon which an 
American laborer would starve.’’ Speaking 
of this Chinese Slavery in California, the san 
Francisco Bulletin, a paper of moderate con- 
servative Views, remarks: 
So completely is the system worked ‘for the 
benetit of the Chinese capitalists or slave- 
owners that the American einploying Chinese 
cannot compete with them. Gen. Miller, in 
the zarticle in question, refers to cases where 
Chinese employers working in the low lands 
bordering the Sacramento have in their ser- 
vices boys from China under long contracts at 
$3 per month. The business in which they 
were engaged was raising potatoes, ani so 
extensive were the operations that the escu- 
lent. would not pay on American farm 
for the digging and hauling. The 
American farmer could not compete with 
the Chinese while the latter have labor at $3 
per month. There is a second form of Chines 
slavery for immoral purposes. Gen. Miller, 
jn a note to the article in question, says: 
While Chinese women in California bring, 
in the Chinese market, from 5500 to $600, 4s 
high as $3,000 is known to have been offered 
by Chinamen fora white woman as a wife, 
and frequently $1,000 to 51,500. The infer- 
ence is in the cases of the few white women 
that have been married to Chinamen that

He Claims That.He Has Not Had

what the Doomed Man Has to Say Re- 
garding the Wife-Murder. 


. 

Matthew Lewis, the negro wife- murderer, 
who was on yesterday sentenced to be hanged 
onthe 23d of next April by Judge Laughlin 
of the Criminal Court, was visited by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning. Lewis 
was found in his cell, No. 143, situated in 
the murderers’ row, but was allowed to come 
down in the hall to converse with the re- 
porter. Lewis is a light- colored negro, of 
powerful physique, and has a bright, intelli- 


ent face. that indicates a brain of more than 
ordinary ability. He was dressed in good 
style and has a thin beard that partially 
covers the lower portion of his face. 

THE INTERVIEW. | 

The reporter commenced the conversation 
by asking Lewis if he was the man sentenced 
10 be bung for the murder of his wife, Marv 
Ann Lewis. 

was indicted and sentenced under the 
name of Matt. Lewis,“ said the doomed man 
in his pecuiiar language, but my real name 
is Mat. Bolton. I am twenty- five yeoars old, 
and was born in Cole county, Mo. I was the 
slave of Chas. Bolton and took his name. I 
uved in Jefferson City forawhile after getting 
my freedom, and worked at the City Hotel. I 
came to St. Louis in 1875 and run on the river 
as roustabout. Inever lived much ia town, 
hut was kinder off and on. I don’t think I 
was bere more than twelve times altogether 
until I] was arrested. My wife’s name was 
Mary Ann Bolton, as the records in 
Jefferson City will show. We were 
married at Jeflerson City. I don't see 
where the name of Lewis was obtaioed, as 
there is no records for it. Sbe was murdered, 
so the papers state, on the 13th of October, 
1876, in the rear Of 811 Market street. I Was 
not bere at the time, but was at Washington, 
Mo. She was going with two colored meu 
named George Fisher and Jack Pane. One of 
these men did the killing. Pane left after the 
murder and has never been seen or heard of 
since that time. Fisher was a witness against 
me.; 


FAIR TRIAL. 

“What have you got to say about not 
having a fair trial?’ continued the reporter. 

“The law allows a man a fair and impartial 
trial when his lite is in danger, don't “it?’’ 
said Lewis. 

The reporter admitted that the statement 
was correct, Whereupon Lewis said: Well, 
have not had that Kind of a trial. I never 
had a continuance to allow me to get my wit- 
nesses after my case was decided by the Su- 
preme Court about a year ago. I have had 
Wo trials, but the last one was not fair. I 
had thirty-five witnesses to prove my pres- 
ence in Washington, and pone of them were 
here atthetrial. Mr. Grasty, my attorney, 
wanted me to plead guilty of murder inthe 
second degree, but I would not doit, as I was 
innocent of that murder. I blame Mr. Grasty 
for not getting my witnesses, and think that 
by his negiect I have to suffer for another 
man's crime. Jam an innocent man, and if 
| have to die I will 
that I had no more to do with than you 
did.” 

HOPE OF ESCAPE, 

Do you hope to escape death on the 23d 
of next month?“ 

‘Well, [don’t know whether I hope to or 
not. Mr. Merrick, mylawyer, will tilea bili 
oi exceptions and ask for a stay of execution, 
but how can I tell what will be done with 
them. Ifeelthat my days are numbered. 
am a Catholic, and joined that 
church about a year ago.“ In reply to a 
question as to What manner of death he would 
prefer, Lewis said thatif he had wanted to 
be shot he would have made a break for liber- 
ty yesterday afternoon when sentenced by the 
Court. lle stated that he did not want to 
make any false move, as he was innocent and 
hoped to prove himself so if allowed a fair 
rial. In conclusion he expressed a desire 
to see Mr. Allen P. Richardson, a lawyer of 
this city, who was his former master. He 
also stated that he would like to see a man bv 
the name of Burke, who kept a saloon on 
Fourth and Washington avenue. Lewis, or 
Bolton, as he styles himself, was in the army, 
and claims to have been one of the first color- 
ed recruits from this State. He said: ‘'I 
fought for the liberty of thecolored people, 
butif it was to occur again I would not fight 
for them, because the colored people have 
lied about meinthistrial. The only friends I 
have left are the jailor and his deputies.

Olympic. 

Adelaide Lilian Neilson made her rentree 
last evening at the Olympic to a most brilliant 
and crowded audience—one, in fact, that was 
phenomenal for Passion Week. Henceforth it 
is certain that people will be turned away, and 
it is a signal triumph for the artist that she 
should be able to attract such large and rep- 


. resentative houses even in this, proverbially 


the duHest, week of the theatrical season. 
“The Lady of Lyons?“ was chosen as 
the initial programme. While in such 
comedy roles as Viola and Rosalind 
andsuch tragie onesas Julia and Imogen 
Miss Neilson is unapproachable, and certainly 
as a Shakspeariau comedienne has no rival, as 
Pauline her performance cannot be classed as 
creat. True, it is an artistic presentation, but 
it can never equal those characters of which 
che alone is a worthy interpreter. Last even- 
ing the actress appeared to be suffering from 
weakness and did not at any rate put forth all 
her powers. Pauline is essentially an emotion- 
ab role; there is not a line in the text which 
would bear a comedy interpretation. Let in 
‘ome instances, notably in the fourth act, 
Miss Neilson tended largely to that vein. Of 
coufse the third and fourth acts are the prin- 
‘ipal ones for Pauline. It is there if the ac- 
Wess achieve a histrionic triumph she must 
doit. Miss Neilsonis of the English school; 
its Ways and traditions are all hers. But as 
Pauline she is inferior to Kate Terry 
Who has been the best exponent of 
that character on the English stage 
during the present generation.

At the end 
of the third act Claude calls his mother to 
Jead Pauline to her chamber, and as they are 
departing falls upon his knees and prays all 
angels guard and bless her.“ | Now if the 
Pauline, as Neilson did, swoons unconscious 
in a chair, the effect. of 
is all lost, tor it is highly 
ridiculous for Claude to be flopping on his 
knees when be should. be assist- 
ing his mother to restore Paul- 
ine to conscioueness. Here, too, it may 
be remarked that ‘‘gagging’” Bulwer 
is unpardonable even when done by so 
consummate an actress as Neilson, and especi- 
ally when,as was the case last evening, the ef- 
fect is not heightened.Her hysteric ejaculation 
of “Claude!” failed entirely. The situation at 
the end of the fourth act is a strong one, but 
with the. new business. introduced by Miss 
Neilson the effective climax is lost. Claude 
seized her upon his knee, and she smothered 
him with emotional caresses. It produced a 
decidedly reverse impression -from the one 
contemplated; the auditors giggling audibly. 
We do not: think Miss Neilsoa’s innovation 
a good one. It must be remembered after ali 
that the part of the play is Claude Melnotte. 
»The Lady of Lyons“ was written by Bulwer 
Lytton for Macready, and the scene above re- 
ferred to is the great one for Claude. But it 
was entirely marred by the unusual business 
and hysterical kissing, and although the ar- 
tiste secured a double recall the situation 
would have been far more intense and ab- 
sorbing if it bad been worked up in the 
manner that Walter Montgomery, 
Fechter, Barry Sullivan, Henry 
Neville or others bave always adopted. 
We cannot rank Miss Neilson's Pauline with 
her other personations. Of the Claude, much 
cannot be said in praise. Mr. Compton’s 
interpretation is of the dreamy kind. Melnotte 
is a thoroughly poetical role; but he has not 
the poetic temperament of a Colerige or 
Wordsworth, but of a Koerner or Macaulay. 
He is active, ardent, ambitious, the poet of 
action. There is a life and energy about him, 
a superabundance of youthful aspirations. 
Compton failed to do justice to 
the idea. Then his elocution 
was faulty in the extreme, his 
pronunciation affected and false. For in- 
stance,he called bis love“ Poline“ with French 
affectation. By“ be also pronounced be.“ 
Imagine the fine speech, “By pride,“ etc., 89 
spoken. Only few lexicographists sanction 
the short pronunciation of the word by“ 
and then only as a colloquislism. In serious 
or solemn language not one tolerates it. Mr. 
Compton is awkward in appearance. 
He bas no grace in his gait, and his horrible 
mannerism of usually standing with gaping 
mouth is offensive. He also “mouths“ ex- 
ceedingliy. The Beauseant of Mr. Sanger 
was ordinary and commonplace; his 
tones lacked intensity and his delivery 
was poor. Mr. Eytinge as Glavis 
was inadequate to the role, and, by the way, he 
would persist in calling ragout ‘trago.”? This 
carelessness in pronunciation was marked, 
and it is rather surprising that Miss Neilson 
sbould tolerate it in her company. Hr. H. A. 
Weaver made a good Col. Damas. The other 
characters were up to the average. A word 
must be said of Miss Neilson’s magnificent 
costumes. They were charming. Such rich 
and. elegant dresses have rarely been seen 
upon the stuge, and Miss Neilson 
bas the good sense not to advertise them. She 
is not an actress who depends upon her ward- 


robe; but she always displays true artistic 


perceptiong in her costumes. Her diamonds 
lastevenipg were also a universal theme of 
comment.

Two years ago Attorney Zack J. Mitchell, 
of this city, was disbarred on account of 
alleged irregularity in certain insurance 
cases.

THE ST. LOUIS CONVENTION. 
The Westliche Post of to-day contains the 
following important announcement: 
The call for a mass convention of all Re- 
publicans of the entire country who are op- 
posed to athird term Presidency was resolved 


upon by the committee which arranged the 
anti-third term assembly in Library Hall, to be 


held in St. Louis on May 6. This 
is a step in the right direction, 
which, without doubt, will receive the 


approval and co-operation ot all genuine Ro- 
publicans who are unfavorable to a merely 
personal party of hero worship. The most 
prominent old Republicans ot the East and. 
West will be present and help us to make this 
petriotic demonstration so mighty thatthe 
Chicago Convention will find it impossible to 
ignore its influence and will be obliged to select 
a candidate for whom all Republicans can 
vote. 

Since our city has ‘‘missed’’ the two regular 
party conventions it will be pleasant news to 
its enterprising citizens that shortly they can 
welcome an assembly here which probably 
will not be inferior to those either in quantity 
or quality. The numerously exvected guests 
may teelassured ofthe heartiest greeting in 
the metropolis of the Mississippi Valley. 

This step may lead to most important re- 


sults. There is hardly a doubt about the 
correctness of the opinion recently ex- 
pressed by Mr. George Wm. Curtis—that 
never in the history of the Republic was 
there so wide-spread and intense an oppo- 
sition by a Presidential candidate's own 
party as there is against Gen. Grant. 

The anthors of this anti-Grant con- 
vention have undouodtedly two different 
and distinct objects in view. First and 
chiefly, the St. Louis convention is intended 
as a demonstration and menace to Chicago, 
with the hope of preventing the nomina- 
tion of General Grant. This is the main 
great hope and object. But in the event of 
| failure in this it is intended, no doubt, to 
use the St. Louis convention as the initia 
tion of a new movement of independent ae- 
tion against Grant's nomination. 

We venture the paradox prediction that 
this convention will be both a success and 
a failure. 

It will be a failure in its main ebject— 
that of preventing the nomination of Grant. 
But it will be a success in preventing his 
election, It will also be a success in regard 
tothe number and the high character and 
talents of the delegates that will most like- 
ly constitute it. 

The Cleveland convention against Lin- 
coln in 1864, the Liberal convention at Cin- 
cinnati in May, 1872, and the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel conference in 1876, are indications of 
the independent spirit of a large number of 
Republicans who still cling to the idea that 
a political party is not the property of the 
machine or of a few individuals. 

Still, while we look for a fine assembly of 
anti-Grant Republicans, they will most 


probably oy insure the very thing they

endeavor to prevent, The cry of “‘sore- 
heads” and ‘‘dictation’’ will be raised and 
personal passions and bitterness will be 
aroused to leave hardly any other alterna- 
tive to the well-drilled and disciplined 
majority at Chicago than to accept the 
challenge and nominate Grant. 

After that the men who meet here on the 
6th of May must meet again and either 
place an independent candidate of their 
own in the field—like Birney in 40 and 44 
or Vah Buren in ’48—or attempt another 
coalition with the Democratic opposition 
like that in 1872—or, rather, as unlike that 
failure as possible. 

It does not look, to-day as if the Demo- 
crats would repeat the policy of 1872. It 
looks very.much as if they should and will 
make a straight party nomination. But 
everything is possible, and stranger things 


have happened than the nomination 
of John B. Henderson as the 
candidate of the united opposition 


to Grant. The Democracy could go fur- 
ther and fare worse, indeed. For if the 
unfortunate ghost of Greeley is raised it 
should be remembered that John B. Hen- 
derson was a staunch and leading Demo- 
crat up to the war, voted for Johnson’s 
acquittal, by his vote saved the country 
from Ben Wade’s Presidency and a ruin- 
ous Radical rule, and since 1867 has acted 
like a truly independent, conservative, 
patriotic, pure statesman.

No Material Changes in the Condition 
of Affairs in East St. Louis.

Practical End of the Iron Mountain 
Strike—Other Labor Troubles. 


The situation inthe yards of the different 
railroad companies in East St. Louis bas not 
changed very materially since yesterday. The 
various companies holding out are making 
strenuous efforts to send away freight trains. 
At present the Pittsburg, Union Transit, Con- 
logue and Southeastern roads are the only ones 
paying the figures asked by the men, viz.: 


| $2 per day for switchmen and helpers and $75 


per month tor foremen. The clause in the 
former petitiou asking for $50 a month for 


switch tenders has been stricken out and the 
terms are as above. None ot the other roads 
are making uny decided efforts to comprom- 
ise things witn the men, except the Indiana- 
polis and St. Louis. Yesterday morning the 
twenty-two men striking in tnis company’s 
yards were onered $75 a mouth for foremen 
aud $55 for switehmen and heipers, with 
ibree Sundays off, and an offer to pay $2 per 
day to any men employed on any ef these three 
Sundays. ‘These terms were looked upon very 
favorably by many of the strikers. Twenty 
of the twenty-two men out gn the I. and St. 
L. were decidedly in favor of accepting them. 
Many of the men out from the other roads were 
also in favor of having the I. and st. L. men 
accept the offer and go to work. These are the 
terms under which the Iron Mountain men, 
who up to the time ot the strike were the vest 
paid switchmen in St. Louis, are now working. 
THE SECRET MEETING. 

The matter came up atthe secret meeting at 
the East St. Louis Hotel yesterday afternoon 
and caused censiderable discussion. All 
the I. and St. L. men were in favor 
of accepting the offer, claiming that it was the 
equivaient of what the strikers asked for. 
Others thought that it was better than $2 per 
day, while others still thought 1t was not as 
good. Under the circumstances the matter 
was put to a vote, and resulted in the decision 
that notbing more or less tian the exact figures 
asked for would be accepted; so that the twen- 
ty-twol. and St. L. men are still in the strike. 

Of the companies not acceding the Ohio and 
Mississippi has been the most successful, and 
is doing 4 larger business than 
the Vandalia, Chicago and Alton, Wabash, or, 
in fact, any ot the others. Eight of the em- 
ployes of this yard have joined the strike, 
leaving five er six experienced switchmen, 
who, with two or three new men and some 
clerks and other emploves of the road, are 
making up and sending out the trains. 

EVERYTHING PEACEFUL. 

The men repudiate any charges of violence, 
and husten to assure everybody that no feurs 
need be entertained by any one on this score. 
They say they will not interfere in the, least 
with any of the men that supplant 
them. Up to date but one instance of violence 
has occurred, and that the men insist must not 
be charged to the account of the strike, as it 
was simply a private grudge ventilated under 
the cover of tue presenttroubles. Yesterday 
noon Charles Vant, a clerk employed at the 
Vandalia office, was engaged inswitching some 
cars, when be was uapprouched by aman, who 
said: I supportea you in 77, when you had 


no money, and now want you 
to pay me back.’’ Vant replied that he had 
ne money und could not pay him 


then, to wbich the man answered, ‘‘Wnen you 
wanted money then I gaveit to you, and now 
you go switching whenthe men are outona 
strike. I'll take it out of your hide;’’ saying 
which he attacked Vant and administered to 
hima severe beating. The strikers suy that 
Vant’s asssilant was not one or their number, 

and that the men working in their stead need 

have no fears ot being interfered with or bodily 
harmed, and let affairs come to 
whatever issue they will, no violence will be 
used. 

ANOTHER FIASCO. 

Three unsuccesstul attempts have been made 
since the inuuguration of the present strike to 
bring railroad men here from other places to 
supply the vacancies on the difierent roads, 
The first was made by the Vandalia line when 
Yardmaster Avery at Indianapolis secured 
about a dozen men from Indianapolis and 
Terre Haute. The men said they 
were brought here on a inisrepre- 
sentation of facts, the parties securing 
them representing that the men employed 
here had struck for a higher figure than tnat 
which they had been receiving, and thatthe 
company had granted the figure but would not 
consent toemploy the old hands. Ona their 
urrival here the new-comers soon learned from 
the strikers the state of things and refused to 
work. Thesame thing was repeated yesterduy 
morning. Eigut men were brought 
into East st. Louis on the Chi- 
cago and Alton road, but on their arrival would 
not work. This morning thirteen men werb 
brought down from Milwaukee on the Chicago 
and Alton train to take the vacant places in 
the Wabash yards, but, learning from an inter- 
view with some of the strikers how things 
stood, they determined not to accept the situa- 
tions and came over to the city to see the sights 
until the meeting at the East St. Louis Hotel 
this afternoon. 


End of the Iron Mountain Strike, 

The strikers on the Lron Mountain railroad 
have nearly allreturned to work at their old 
figures, not more than fiteen or twenty of the 
men remaining out. There has been much 


apprehension about the Iron Mountain strike, 
the facts in the case being that the switch- 
men really did not strige at all, but the em- 
ployes inthe carshops and machine shops 
aid leave their work foratime. The machin- 
ists did not stop for more than an hour or two, 
but the carpenters and car repairers struck,al- 
though they made no definite demand for in- 
creased pay. The carpenters are now receiv- 
ing from $4 to $3 50 anda majority ot them 
returned to work this morning at the 
figures which they had been getting. The car- 
repairers who are carpenters, who are doing 
— 1 rough work, have been getting $1 90 to 

The management do not apprehend any 
trouble withtbe men attheir principal shops 
at De Soto, where they have between three and 


four hundred men  eomopleyed. They 
have been paying higher wages than 
, apy other ro running into St. Louis, 


just about the same as the men here are strik- 
ingtor. Switchmen have been getti 355 a 
month and foremen receive $75, and as the 
men are not required to work on Sunda 
their pay is really better than that usked by 
the Kast St. Louis strikers. There seems to be 
much misconception about the duties of 
switcbmen and foremen, and a plain 
statement of their work vin help to 
the understanding of the situation.The switch- 
man’s duty is indicated in the name; the fore 
man usually bas two or three Drazemar under 
his immediate control and works with an en- 
xine, Which is also under his orders, making up 
trains. The foremen are under the im te 
control of the yard-boss. Nearly all the wor 
men of this class enthe Iron Mountain Road 
ure at De Soto, and, as stated before, they 
have not moved at all. 


Another Road Accedes. 

The Indianapolis and St. Louls Railroad to- 
day infermed its men that it would pay the 
terms asked by the strikers, and at 1 o’clock 
this afternoon the twenty-two men who kad 
struck resumed work at the advanced figures. 
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The strikers assembled at the East 80. 
Louis Hotel to-day shortly after 1 o’elock 
and there was a general good feeling over the 
achieved. With these ex- 
amples the other men will hold out with more 
confidence ef success.
